Typhoid Fever Germs in Ice, 
{From the Popular Science Monthly. ] 

About eight years since, Dr. Flint, who has 
studied and written a great deal on the sab- 
ject, became satisfied that a source of typHoid 
fever existed which was little dreamed of, and 
which, at first thought, would seem impossi- 
ble. This source, as he then enunciated it to 
his home wedical society (and not to his 
knowledge having been before sugaeste:), 
is found in ice. If this idea 
is thoroughly investigated, it will not 

ms pear to be very probiematical. In the firat 
P ace, the poison is not destroyed or impaired 

y treezing (some one long age 1ewarked that 
ice often masks or conceals what it does not 
kill). Now, whence comes our tee supply? Of- 
ten from enalliow reservoirs in midst of 
neighborhoods of large towns purposely made 
io receive surface druinage from all around, 
under the erroneous idwa that no harm 
will ensue, as freezing is sup to 
purify and render harmiess what 
might otherwise be objectionable. Great quan- 
tities ot ice are taken irom canals,fromeé . 
from stagnant ponds, and from streams. t 
nre either the natural or artificial name tye 
of surface drainage, of. the outnourings of 
eewers, and uncleanliness from various” 
sources, The danger of icé taken from im- 
proper laces is not only froin 
that whic is drunk, bat from its use 
in refrigerators and preservatories, where 
milk, butter, fruits, vegetables and meats are 
subjected to its saturating iniiuence as it va- 
porizes. Severalinstances have fallen under 
the doctor’s ohservation where the disease, by 
the most careful investigation, could not be 
traced to any other source; and if we a t 
aa a statement  positiveiv 
made in the London 
Lancet, 1859, that it ney- 
er originates de novo, but proceeds from a spe- 
cialand speeific poison which is capable of 
diffusion to a great extent,and which preserves 
its noxious qualities for a long period, even if 
buned for many months, we can not reject the 
bypotbesis of ice intection ; and it is hoped that 
it will be made the subject of very thorough 
and careful cxamination.

She has rushed into the do- 
main of art; but the sober voice of 
truth and reason tells us that her art work 
is mediocrity of the worst kind, and her 
literary efforts are not worth mentioning. 
In beauty she is not supreme, and intellec- 
tually she is not to be named in the same 
breath with a Browning or Bronte, a George 
Sand or a George Eliot. A contradiction 
must be disposed of before we can account 
for hercelebrity. Perhaps she is famous 
not because she is great but because she is 
not great, and the world admiresin her 
that versatility which makes her a repre- 
sentative of the spirit and temper of the 
age, as truly representative of its shallow- 
ness and superficiality as the truly great 
women we have named represented its depth 
and its true greatness. 

This opinion of her true place is justified 
bya study of the genesis of her renown.

She is something more 
than a celebrity, however; quite a 
phenomenal person who seems to have dis- 
appointed none of that interest which she 
has aroused, and her reception in the United 
States will be equally gratifying to her and 
creditable to that chivalry which is one of 
the strongest traits in the American char- 
acter.

Think 
of the cities, towns, villages, hamlets and 
dwellings that have sprung up in thej great 
West and Southwest during the past ten years! 
These have been built mainly with lumber 
purchased at this market. But as yet the vast 
regions that look to 

ST. LOUIS AS A MARKET 
are intheir infancy, and only the preliminary 
march of civilization, wealth, and general 
improvement has commenced in their borders, 
and the growth ot the lumber industry at St. 
Louis will be tar greater during the next twen- 
ty years than it has been during 
the twenty years past. In 1860 
the war cloud spread over the land and 
darkened the prospect of every enterprise,and 
while, atter the terrible conflict was over,there 
wasa period of remarkable prosperity, yet 
there came withthe panic of 1873 a corre- 
sponding period of depression which checked 
and blighted many an industry almost beyond 
recovery. Itis well known that building has 
greatly fallen off throughout many 
portions of the country in consequence of the 
dullness of the times, and that there should be 
a decrease in the sales of lumber here was to 
be expected. Considering these things, St. 
Louis has held her own well, as will be seen by 
the following table, showing the

in the world. They possess their own pineries, 
cut their own logs, sawthem upon their own 
mills, and do their own ratt- 
ing down the Mississippi. They 
own an extent of territory in the pine regions as 
large as the kingdom of Wurtemberg,Germany. 
The Eau Claire Lumber Company also owns its 


own pineries, and is a very powerful and 
wealthy organization. It stands among the 
greatest in the country. These three concerns 
are the leading lumber firms of the United 
States. 

Most of the lumber brought to this market 
comes from Wisconsin, Minnesota aud Michi- 
gan. ‘That from the first two States comes by 
raft, but a good deai from Michigan comes by 
rail. The logs are cut in the winter and taken 
to the streams, down which they are floated in 
the spring to the saw-mills. These saw-mills 
are located mainly at Eau Claire, Chippewa 
Falls, on the Menominee River, 
Wisconsin, Stillwater and La Crosse. 
After the logs are sawed up, the lumber is put 
into rafts of about 1,200,000 teet each ,and sent 
into the Mississippi River. Most of the rafts 
comeinto the Mississippi at Reed’s Landing, 
120 miles below St. Paul, and out of the Uhip- 
pewa River. The Wisconsin River lumber 
comes by Prairie du Chien, or is shipped 
by the Wisconsin Valley Railroad. The 
rafts come down the Mississippi in the suan- 
mer. Some of them simply float] down on 
the current of the river, while others are pro- 
»elled by steamers. As soonas they reach St. 
Louis they are drawn up tothe river bank and 
the lumber removed _ to 
Most of! the yards are 
the west bank of the river, just below the 
Water-works. Hereths lumber is piled for 
drying and seasoning, after which it is ready 
for the market. Much of it goes to the plan- 
ing mills, where it is dreesed and made into 
sash, doors, blinds, etc., while much of it is 
shipped looking just asitdoes whenit gqomes 
from the river. 

THE GROWTH OF &T. LouIs 
may be easily appreciated 
when the amount of lumber 
used here is compared with that shipped away.

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THE SPANISH COLONY. 


Number and Business of the Iberian Part of 
St. Louis. 


It has been the custom for such a long time 
to speak ofjthe ‘‘Spanish population’’ of St. 
Louisthat few people have taken the trouble to 
think whether St. Louis really bas or has nota 
Spanish population at all. 

The element bas certainly been noted as a 
very quiet one. The few representatives of the 
pure Castilian blood that arein the city have 
kept out of the police courts 
and ether places more famous than notorious, 
and have gone onin a manner for which the 
Iberian does not usually get credit, attending 
to their own business and working steadily and 
industriously. 

Mr. Lopez, of the firm vi Lopez & Bro., cigar 
manufacturers ,'president of the Spanish society 
‘*‘La Union,’’ was called on by a reporter and 
asked concerning the number of Spaniards in 
St. Louis. 

‘*Do you mean Spaniards from Spain or all 
the people here of Spanish blood?’’ he asked. 

‘*All the Spanish-speaking persons.’’ 

‘*Well, there are about twenty-seven all 
told, Spaniards, Mexicans and Cubans.’’ 

‘*Are you sure the number is so small as 
that?’’ 

‘*Yes, sir; counting the men alone. Of 
course, some of them have tamilies; but those 
who have,bhave nearly all married in the United 
States to American women. 

‘*Well, how many have you in your soclety 
La Union?’’ 

‘*We have, I think, about twenty five.’’ 

‘*You are positive the numberis aot greater 
than that?’’ 


‘‘Yes. The majority are from Spain, there 
aretwo from Cuba and four or five from Mexi- 


‘* How are the Spaniards divided in trades?’’ 

‘*‘There are about fifteen inthe cigar busi- 
ness. Weemploy eight here ourselves, six or 
seven keep saloons and fruit stands and the 
balance can not be classified; they are in all 
businesses.’’ 

‘*You are from Spain yourself,Mr. Lopez?’’ 

‘*Yes, ot course, trom the Province of As- 
turias.’’ 

The reporter next hunted up Mr. Cahill, the 
Consul of Mexico, and found him inclining to 
the oelief that the: population had been much 
underestimated by Mr. Lopez. Mr. Cahill 
said: ‘‘Il am positive there are at least two 
nundred Spanish speaking people in the city, 
that is, of Spanish and Spanish-American ori- 
gin.’’ 

Mr. Cahill then wrote down the 
names of all of whom he knew, 
including the young ladies and gentiemen now 
attending boarding-schoo!ls in this city, and 
the list, which was made out with the uassis- 
tance of Senor Cordero, who happened tv be 
present, runs thus:

An Address te the Public Which Ex- 
plains it All. 


To-day is the twenty-second of the strike of 
the coopers. They have held daily meetings at 
Vorwaerts Hall since it was inaugurated, and 
from a mass meeting in which disorder reigned 
they have merged into a parliamentary body, 
the proceedings being conducted in a quiet 
and orderly manner, under a regular order of 
business. They have been en couraged in eve- 
ry possible way by brother coop- 
ers in lilinois and other States, 
by the workingmen generally of 
St. Louis, and from persons in no way con- 
nected with their interests other than that 
prompted by sympathy for a class of men 
willing to earn their living by the sweat of 
their brows bat prevented from doing so by 
grasping capitalists—a feeling possessed by «1! 
who have a spark of humanity within thei. 
Business men of the city have aided them Ly; 
contributing largely, which has produced a 
good feeling among the coopers and demon- 
strated the fact that there are many men of 
means who are interested in the 
cause of labor. Since the strike

$2,500, which has been distributed amon 
those on strike and used for the support o 
themselves and families. 

The meeting was calied to order this morning 
at Vorwaerts at 9 o’clock, Mr. Coffey in the 
chair.

"r. er read the following address, which 
was accepted, and a vote unanimouslv passed 
requesting the press of the city to publish tne 
Fame: 

ADDRESS TO THE PUBLIC. 

In order to —— the course pursued by the 
striking coopers of St. Louis, we desire to make 
the following statement ot facts which led to 
our trouble: 

1. Itisa fact susceptible of proot that the 
price paid for making flour barrel#in this city 
has been for the past year lower than that paid 
in any other Western city, while the cost of 
living has been equal to, and often higher, 
than in surrounding cities. 

2. Forthe past year or twe our employers 
have been unjust in their demands on us for a 
reduction of wages for want of a uniform sys- 
tem,which would oftentimes cause strikes that 
would result disastrously to both employer 
andemploye. Many times those exactions 
bave, from time to time, been acceded to. 

3. After having complied with these repeat- 
ed demands On more than one occasion, as the 
public well know that our wages have been re- 
duced far below the cost of living, and that our 
wives and children have had to join with usin 
earning a livelihood as best they could. 

4. As a fitting finale to all these unjust and 
oppressive demands, on Monday, the 7th of 
July, a committee from the unions of our city 
called a meeting of all coopers in the city 
working slack work to assemble at National 
Hall, Broadway, to take into consideration 
such measures as would resuit to the best in- 
terest of both employer andemploye. A com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up and present 
to us a billotf prices that would equal those 
paid in other cities. The committee reported 
the price list, which waa adopted, and with 
instructions to contract for one year so as to 
avoid ail strikes that might follow in the case 
of no contract. The committee called a meet- 
ing ot all employers to meet with them, and a 
majority of prominent employes met with the 
committee; but those present could not 
agree, as there were three employers 
who declared they would do as they pleased, 
and refused to take any part in the matter. 
While barely able to makea living at the prices 
paid, we were still unwilling to embarrass our 
employers by striking,and therefore wet those 
ewployers for three consecutive days, while 
su )-committees were appointed to wait upon 
Mr. Carpenter, of Belcher’s Sugar Refinery, 
Mr. Jaynes & Co., and Mr. Charles Wonderlich, 
who rejected our propositions; and it was not 
until, in our conference witb those employers, 
they would give us no promise of immunity 
from further reductions in the future, and give 
us no limit to possible exactions, that we gave 
up all hope and determined to leave their em- 


ploy. 

5) Seeing that they, Mr. Jaynes &Co., Bel- 
cher’s Sugar Refinery Co., and Mr. Charles 
Wonderlich, adhered to their determination 
not to join with otheremployers who have con- 
sidered our proposition and signed agreements 
with our comrades and all have gone to work, 
we of Mr. Belcher’s, Wonderlich and Jaynes’, 
Feeling thatthe compensation offered us was 
inadequate to support ourselves and those de- 
pendent upon us, refused to continue longer in 
the employ of a ‘soulless corporation, whose 
chiet object appears to be to reduce their 
employers to a condition of abject poverty. 

We, therefore, state tothe public this our 
address, and should we be longer in asking 
you to withdraw your support from these cor- 
porations, wbo would willingly injure the 
iabor of our city by robbing the laborer of his 
hire?

This appeal comes from about 180 coopers, 
who compose the humber now on strike. 
About ten of their number have obtained posi- 
tions at Alton, Ill., and will start for that place 
to-day or to-morrow. 

A resolution regretting the circumstances 
which forced these men to leave the city was 
parsed. 

After the regular speeches, the meeting ad- 
journed to Saturday night, when there will be 
arousing mass-mecting of all coopers of the 
city. 


HUXLEY ON SNAKES. 


The Great Scientist Turned Snake Charmer. 
Grace Greenwood writes from London: ‘‘I 
lately attended one ofa series of natural his- 
tory lectures, given in the picture gallery at the 
zoolegical gardens, nextto the snake house. 
It was on ‘‘Snakes,’’ and delivered by Prof, 
Huxley. I went, and must confess, princi- 
pally to see him, though the subject has for me 
a horrible tascination. I found 
the lecturer marvelously like 
his picture, the photographs 
esnecially. The sun could hardly miss fire on 
so marked and individuala head as his. He 
looks, however, more like aclose and careful 
student than the bold thinker and theorist, his 
face having a pure and passionless expression 
for all its rugged and powerful character, and 
bis eves a serious, absorbed, almost inconvert- 
: *- look. He came on the platiorm very prompt- 
. but quietly, and immediately set to work 
a his simple exordium. An at- 
tendant had brought in an omin- 
ous looking box similar tothose we had once 
seen on the stage ofa Paris theater in the 
‘*Spectacle of Rothomago,’’ in the snakc- 
charmer scene, and presentiv the professor 
slid back the lid, and gently lifted ont a young 
boa-constrictor, which he said was quite tame, 
having been born—or hatched—and reared at 
the ‘‘Zoo.’’ This, with occasional remand- 
ings to his prison, he kept before us as an il- 
lustration, tillhe came to treat of poisonous 
serpents and tbeir peculiar construction. 
The gencral anatomy of the snake, its move- 
ments, its mode of coiling and uncoiling, 
this gentle creature was made to exemplify. 
He handled the formidable but sluggish rep- 
tile dimost as though he loved it, winding it 
about his wrists, patting it and stroking it. 
playing withit caressingly and coquettisnly, 
as a young lady, duringa morning call in win- 
ter time, plays with its soft and comfortable 
nemeseke of sable or ermine. Tosome of the 
audience the sight wasa trying one; several 
sensitive ladies grew faint and went ont, tothe 
relief of those who remained, as the little ball 
was crowded to snffocation and hot enourh to 
have meited down the brazen serpent of 
Moses.’’

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The Appearance of Jupiter. 
[From the New York Sun. } 

A very curious spot is now visible on the disk 
of Jupiter. It lies north of his main equatorial 
belt, and partakes of the planet’s motion of 
revolution without materially altering its po- 
sition. By rough calculation it is about 20,- 
000 miles in length, by from 1,500 to 2,000 
wmiles wide. Since it was first seen by the 
writer it has performed about thirty revolu- 
tions with the planet, without suffering any 
special change of shape or appearance. In 
the meantime smaller spots and 
markings in itt neighborhood on the 
planet bave undergone many changes, some 
disseppeaiing and others coming into existence, 
One of the most remarkabie features of this 
strange spotis its color. Under magnifying 
powers varying from 160 to 2320 diametersi 
prot acoppery hue verging on the color 
yurned brick or red chalk. Assuming as tr¢q 
the theory that the dark markings on Jupi 
are openings, or rifts, in bis cloud-choked 
mosphere, revealing glimpses of the reali be 
of the planet beneath, the thought instinetiy 
ly occurs, in looking atthe spot, that the co 
cealed body must be glowing with heat, lt 
red-hot metal.

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THE POETRY OF MURDER. 


How a Young English | Girl Met Death 
at the Hands of Her Lover After He 
Had Written Her Obituary Verse. 

[From the London Times, July 19. ] 

At the Crown Court, Leicester, yesterday, 
before Lord Justice Thesiger, John Biggs, 
- eighteen, millwright, was charged ‘with the 

murder of Mary Ann Bromwich at Evington 
on the 19th of June, 1879. The deceased, a 
mill-hand, was in her twenty-second year, 
and had been keeping company with the pris- 
“oner. Both seem to have been much attached 


to each other. 

Elizabeth Matthews, a factory hand, de- 
posed that in the morning she heard the pris- 
~ oner asking the deceased to *‘have a half-day 


‘with him.’’ She refused, anda slight alter- 
cation occurred. It ended by the prisoner 
giving the deceased a slight slap in the face 
and saying she would have to go. Then the 
witness. at her request, got hera _ half-holi- 
day, and the prisoner and deceased started for 
a walk together. 

Ann Peberdy saw them the same afternoon 
on the road. She thought the prisoner seemed 
much agitated. The deceased was smiling and 
cheerful and had a bunch of white hawthorn 
blossoms in her hand, and Mrs. Peberdv had 
some talk with her about the beauty of the 
fields and the landscape, thinking . as she 
said, to ‘‘pass off’’ the young man’s agita- 
tion. 

George Smalley saw the prisoner and the 
deceased together about 4 o’clock. About 6 
he passed along the road again, going home 
from his work, and saw a woman lying in the 
ditch; thinking ber drunk, he passed on. La- 
ter he came back with Peberdy, the brother of 
the former witness, and found the same wo- 
man still lying in the ditch. They took her up 
and she proved to be the deceased, quite dead, 
with her throat cut. 

On the following day Biggs was arrested 
near Wigston. At first he resisted and denied 
his guilt; but afterwards, when brought to 
the police station, said, ‘*It is all right; [am 
the man. Ididit.’’ He also said that if he 
had not been taken he would have put his 
head on the line’ before night. A woman's 
apron was foundin his pocket. The prisoner 
said, ‘*That is Polly’s: I loved her.’’ In 
his pockets two documents were also found. 
The first ran thus: 

Jobn Biggs, 29 Thomas street, Leicester. 
DEAR MOTHER:—I bid you and all fare well, 
and I hope this will be a lesson to all mv 
brouthrene and sisters and I hope that none of 
them will take my steps, and Harry be rule 
with me and never gointo a publick case and 
never vo vith any yirlsatali for you may be 
the ssine us meif vou do. God bless you all 
and farewell till! l meet youin another world, 
and I hope that mother will bury ine and Polly 
well and both together, for l loved Ler, or else 
I should not have done what I haveto hei; and 
shelays onthat new roud as goes off of the 
Umberstone road inthe dics. God bless you 
all, and hope you will havethis bitoft poetry 
put on VPolly’s cara:

the request of the police. He afterwards 
said he had cut the girl’s throat with one of 
his uncle’s razors, which he had put back in 
its place. 
For the defense the chaplain of the jail was 
called to prove that the prisoner had no idea 
of the nature of the offense he had committed 
and that his thoughts seemed to be entirely 
occupied with the question whether he should 
see the deceased in a future state. He gener- 
ally occupied himself with writing on a slate 
the lines which he wished to ve printed on her 
funeral card. His manner was strange and he 
was inthe habit of smiling even when talking 
of the most serious subjects. 

It was proved that the mother of the pris- 
oner had been several times out of her mind 
since 1863, and had to be kept under constant 
supervision for fear of suicide; that she never 
recognized one of her children for a year after 
its birth; that up to the present time she was 
in a strange state of mind and had lately asked 
to be sent toalunatic asylum. Her brother 
was also deranged and had been under re- 
straint, and his father also had shown de- 
rangement on several occasions. The prisoner 
himself had been subject to _ epileptic 
fits up to. the age of thirteen 
years, and one of his brothers had shown 
signs of mental weakness. Dr. Crossley con- 
firmed the evidence of the insanity of the pris- 
oner’s mother and brother and of the epileptic 
fits of the prisoner himself. and gave evidence 
of the fact that epileptic fits frequently led to 
mania. He had visited the prisoner in jail, 
and was of opinion that he was suffering from 
monomania with regard to the crime he had 
committed. Mr. Simms iieeve said he pro- 

osed to put the surgeon of the jail into the 

ox, and, if he confirmed the evidence which 
had been given as to the prisoner’s state of 
mind, he would not press the case further. 
The surgeon of the jail confirmed the evidence 
of Dr. Crossley. 
His Lordship expressed his concurrence in 
he course taken by Mr. Reeve, and told the 
ury that not every form of insanity would 
show thatthe man who committed a crime 
Was ignorant of the nature -of his act. The 
moral powers of a man mentally affected 
might be left untouched, so that he might 
know that he was doing wrong. Butif the 
mental! condition of a man at the time he com- 
mitted a crime was such that he either did not 
know the nature of the act he was 
committing, or knowing it was 
unconscious that it was wrong, then, accord- 
ing to the existing state of the law, he would 
be entitled to acquittal on the ground of in- 
‘sanity. His Lordship then pointed out the 
concurrence of several kinds of evidence in 
favor of the view that the prisoner’s mind was 
unsound, saying at the same time that if they 
thought he knew the nesture of his act they 
had no choice but to find him guilty. 

The jury after along deliberation found the 
brisoner guilty, with a strong recommenda- 

en to mercy on the ground of his youth.

TEN MEN’S ESCAPE. 
How an Engineer’s Presence of Mind 
Saved Their Lives. 

[From the Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise, July 22. | 

Yesterday morning at 7 o’clock, as the shift 
was being changed at the Yellow Jacket Shaft, 
ten men had a narrow escape from death. 
These men got on board the small skip at the 
2,300 station to go to the bottom of the shaft. 
They bad gone but a short 
distance before the eccentrics of the donkey 


engine broke, and the skip, with its living 
freignt, started for the bottom at lightning 
speed. P. McCarthy, the engineer, knew 
that the descending skip must be stopped or 
al] on board would be dashed to pieces at the 
bottom of the shaft. He instantly seized a 
heavy plank, the end of which he thrust be- 
tween the pinion shaftand the reel or drum 
from which the cable was paving off. By 
hauling down onthe end of the plank acted as 
a brake, and finally brought the skip to a 
stand, when it was within twenty feet of the 
bottom of the shaft. The drum was revolving 
at lightning speed when the plank was first 
introduced, and the friction produced streams 
of tire and smoke, but the pressure gradually 
told, slowed down the speed of the skip, and 
finally stopped it. To thrust the plank into 
the rapidly-revolving machinery was a dan- 
gerous experiment, and might have cost 
Mr. McCarthy his life, but he _ = got 
the right hold in the start, and held 
on with bull-dog tenacity. ‘To do the richt 
thing, just as he did, at the right moment, 
required great quickness of thought. The 
plank, the place where it was to be inserted, 
and how it was to be used, must all have been 
thought out in a single’ instant. 
During the descent of the skip 
che man leaped from it and caught 
tne bell rope, holding to which ne managed to 
swing himself to a wail-plate. Another 
jumped and caught a wall-plate, but lost his 
hold and fell, but in falling 
caught a rod passing horizontally 
between the sinking-guides, some _ ten 
feet cver the skip, where he held on till it 
stopped. Thus it will be seen that this man 
did some lively traveling. He got off the 
skip, and not finding a rood landing place on 
the wall plate, be went down until he over- 
took the skip, when he got aboard of it at the 
point which seemed most convenient.

The Fare to New York, Washington 
aid Philadelphia. 


Sharp and Bitter Railroad War 
Now in Progress. 


The Trunk Lines Accuse the Wa- 
bash of Perfidy. 


A Pleasure Trip of the German Turners Occa- 
sions All the Trouble—Wha' the Wabash 
People Say in Their Defense. 


The war between the railroads has extended 
from the Western to the Eastern lines. Last 
night the cutting in passenger rates was inau- 
gurated by the Eastern roads, and tickets can 
now be purchased for cities in the East at ex- 
tremely low rates. The ‘‘scalpers’’ are selling 
tickets to-day as follows: New York, $9; Phil- 
adelphia, $9; Washington, $9; Baltimore, 
$9; Cincinnati, $6, and Buffalo, $9. 
In consequence of these low fares, 
there has been quite arushto the railway of- 
fices to-day,and the scalpers have been doing a 
rushing business. The ‘*special cut’’ may 
terminate by to-morrow night. 

The fight really commenced nearly two 
months ago. It broke out among the Westera 
roads, and for weeks tickets from Kansas City 
to St. Louis have been purchasable at fitty 
cents. The cutting then arose be- 
tween the ‘‘Four in Hand’’ roads 
as they are termed, namely, the St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Northern, Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas, Wabash and Illinois Central, and the 
Chicago and Alton. 

THE FIGHT 
has been long aad protracted, and is still go- 
ingon. The rate from Kansas City to St. Louls 
is fiity cents; to Chicago, $4 75. During the 
continuance ot this war the arbitrary rate of 

24 45 from St. Louis to New Yorkand $20 
from Chicago to New York has been maintained 
by the Eastern trunk roads, based upon the 
cut rateof fifty cents from Kansas City 
to St. Louis and $4 75 to 
Chicago, thus making the 
fare to New York via either St. Louis or Chicago 
from Kansas City $24 75. During the last few 
duys, however, the cutting amongst the West- 
ern lines has become fiercer, and tickets could 
ve bought for $15 trom Kansas City to New 
York. The chance for doing this was afforded, 
itis said, by the Wabash, and the lines run in 
connection therewith via Hannibal. Of course 
all the lines east suffered, as the arbitrary rate 
is divided amongst the lines over which the 
passenger goes pro rata,according to the mile- 
uge of each road. 

Yesterday the ‘‘cutting’’ reached St. Louis, 
On the 3d inst. there isa grand Turnerfest in 
Philadelphia, in which the German Turner So- 
ciety of this city was to purticipate. Of course 
the society wanted to procure special rates 
for their members, as quite a number of them 
were going to Philadelphia to take part in the 
fest. The trunk roads going east agreed to is- 
sue tickets to the society tor the return 
trip at twenty-five dollars. It is, 
however,contrary to the rules of thetrunk lines 
and te the arrangement existing between them 
to allow any round-trip tickets to be issued. 
When the head authorities of the roads were 
intormed ot the arrangement that was con- 
templated they 

ORDERED IT TO BE CANCELED. 
This was accordingly done, all the roads agree- 
ing thereto. 

It may be stated here that the trunk lines

Valley at the rate of $22 50. Then when the 
Turners were on the train they 
furnished them with a return ticket free, 
thus acting according tothe letter but notthe 
spiritof the trunk agreement. This of course 
was the same thing as selling a round trip tick- 
et to Phiiadelphia for $22 50. 

As soon as tbe Vandalia heard of this move 
of the Wabash they, to meet this *‘cut,’’ also 
issued round trip tickets tothe Turners. Last 


evening ninety-seven holders of these round | 


trip tickets went over the Wabash and about 
fifty over the Vandalia. Of coursethis brought 
on a war between all the Eastern roads. The 
roads which have issued these

The present ‘‘cut’’ is only a special one, and 
will terminate to-morrow unless the lines be- 
come embittered with each other and deter- 
mine on continuing the light. 
These tickets that are issued ure 
good until the 4th inst., when the bearer must 
bave arrived at his destination, 80 that to- 
morrow night will be the last opportunity for 
Eastern bound travelers to avail themselves ot 
the cheap fare, as they would not arrive in New 
York or Philadelphia until the 4th. Tue tickets 
gre good for return to the 31st of August. 

As alltbe otber lines concurin biaming the 
Wabash tor inaugurating the present war, a 
PosT- DISPATCH reporter interviewed the agent 
of that line. ‘That gentleman seemed to 
think the Wabash wus not to blame. 
He”~ said that last November 
the roads agreed to what was called the re- 
demption scheme, by which each line wus to 
redeem all tickets issued below regular rates. 
This agreement had, however, 

PARTIALLY FALLEN THROUGH, 

and was not strictly complied with. Last Tues- 
day a meeting was held in Maj. Simpson’s of- 
fice at the Vandalia, to officially determine 
whetherthe redemption scheme was in force 
ornot. The Wabash had always acted uptoit, 
and only last Friday redeemed some ot its tick- 
ets that were sold below regular rates, 
but the other companies declined 
to redeem their tickets. At the 
meeting the redemption scheme was declared 
off; consequently there wasno agreement be- 
tween the eastern lines out of St. Louis at all, 
and the Wabash had a pertect right to sell 
tickets at any ratethey saw fit. The Wabash 
had sold no round trip tickets, neither had 
they violated any agreement, because there 
was none in existence for them to violate. 

The actual prices at which the roads are sell- 
ing tickets now are difficult toobtain. The 
officials are very reticent, and sim- 
ply say they are issuing them a 
little below regular rates, but there must be an 
immsnse cut,as the ‘‘sealpers’’ are enabled to 
offer them at $9 for New York and other East- 
ern points, and of course they make a profit. 

A ineeting of the agents of the various roads 
was to be held in Chicago this afternoon, when 
the ‘‘cutting’’ will probably be considered and 
a decision arrived at.
